Deane, Burns and Stimson teach rotor assemblies comprising a hub retained on 
an axle, a sensor that detects the rotation of a radial disc and friction surfaces. 
However, the prior art of record does not teach a cylindrical member having a first end 
and a second end with a sensor flange thereon, said first end being concentrically 
retained in said cylindrical body of said rotor such that an axial lip on said sensor flange 
engages said radial disc to define a gap between said sensor flange and said radial disc 
or a gap allowing a radial disc to move independently of a sensor flange such that said 
plurality of first and second reluctance sections remain aligned with said sensor with 
changes in the perpendicular alignment of the radial disc and said hub and said signal 
remains as an accurate indication of rotation.
